FUNDING FOR VEE VACCINATIONS 
WILL BE TERMINATED NOVEMBER | 


PORTERVILLE — New 
restrictions have been set up by 
the California Department of 
Agriculture for horse owners 
who have not vaccinated their 
animals against Venezuelean 
equine. encephalomylitis, 
according to Dr. P.L. Smith, 
chief of the Department’s 
Bureau of Animal Health. 

Federal funding to cover the 
cost of vaccinations will be 
terminated on November 1, 
1971. After this date, horse 
owners will be responsible for 
the cost of vaccination against 
VEE. 

Movement of unvaccinated 
animals will be restricted after 
October 1, 1971. After this date, 
no equine may be moved from 
one place to another within 
California unless it has been 
vaccinated.
